In the matter of apportioning Cook County, 
into Senatorial districts, which seems to be 
such a puzzie for the delegation, why not 
make the First District of the First, Second, 
and Third Wards, running west to Stewart 
avenue, which street is filled with railroad 
tracks ? 

The Second District to be constructed of 
the Fourth Ward, west to Stewart avenue, 
and the Towns of Hyde Park and Lake. 

The Thira District would naturally con- 
sist of the Fifth Ward west of Stewart ave 
nue and the Sixth Ward. 

The Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh Wards 
would make a good district. 

The Eighteenth Ward, and all of the Six- 
teenth and Fifteenth Wards east of Sheffield 
and Clybourn avenues, and the towns of 
Lake View, Evanston, and New Trier woulda 
form @ homogeneous Senatorig!Wistrict. ~ 

The Seventeenth Ward, and the remainder 
of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth Wards, and 
ali of the Fourteenth west to Ashland ave- 
nue would also make a harmonious and 
homogeneous district. 

The remainder of the county can be easily 
apportioned into four districts. 

SECRETARY CHANDLER. 

The appointment of Mr. William E. Chan- 
diler to a seat in the Cabinet by his Accidency 
Arthur is a matter of profound surprise, be- 
cause the past reistions of Mr. Chandler to- 
wards the faction of the Republican party to 
which the President belonged have not sug- 
gested that degree of harmony and kindly 
agreement which should exist between the 
Chief Executive and his advisers. It will be 
remembered that when the Republican Na- 
tional Convention met in Chicago in 1880 the 
great question pending was whether the 
delegations appointed at State conventions 
should be com pélied to vote as required by a 
majority of each delegation, or whether each 
delegate should be free to vote as he 
pleased. The National Committee, of which 
Mr. Don Cameron was Chairman, had several 
meetings; a large majority of this committee 
favored the district or independent delegate 
system, and selected as Chairman of the 
convention Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
who agreed with them. Mr. Cameron was 
in favor of the Conkling-Grant-packed-State- 
Convention-delegate system, and the National 
Committee required of Mr. Cameron a 
promise that he would propose Mr. Hoar as 
temporary Chairman of the convention. 
This question, which involved -the nomina- 
tion or defeat of Gen. Grant, occupied sev- 
eral days before it was settled, and conspicn- 
ous in these proceedings was Mr. W. E. 
Chandler, a warm friend of Biaine, and an 
uncompromising opponent of Grant, Conk- 
ling, the third term, and the compulsory sys- 
tem of delegations voting as aunit. Under 
Mr. Chandler’s lead the anti-Grant delegates 
from New York, Pennsylvania, and Lilinois 
were permitted to vote, and by théir yotes 
third-termism was slaughtered. 

The convention subsequently appointed a 


new National Committee to eall the conven- 


tion of 1884, and directed this committee to 
frame and report a plan for the election of 
delegates to the ¢onvention of 1884, but in- 
structing them to adhere to the district ap- 
pointments, except in cases of delegates-at- 
large, Conspicnous upon this new National 
Committee, sélected because of his prom- 
inence as an opponent of the unit rule, and 
for his devotion to the district rule, was Mr. 
Chandler. This committee met at Washing- 
ton in March, 1881, just after the inaugura- 
tion of Gen. Garfield, and appointed a sub- 


-eommittee to prepare the rule to govern in 


the selection or appointment of delegates to 
the next National Convention. Mr. Chan- 
dier is Chairman of that sub-committee. 

During the year following Gen. Garfield’s 
inauguration great changes had taken place. 
One of the “306” who had been slaughtered 
in the convention of 1880 by the adoption of 
the os delegations as opposed to the

onism to Secretary Bristow. Until further 
developments we must consider that there Is 
no connection whatever between Mr. Chan- 
dler’s membershipon the National Commit- 
tee and his selection to Arthur’s Cabinet;

Acting Presidént and to his new Secretary. 
It would be too scandalous to permit either 
to survive it; and, after all, the Republicans 
of the country will be amply able to protect 
themselves against betrayal even if the Na- 
tional Committee should sell out and attempt 
to nullify the resolutions and commands of 
the Chicago Convention. The members of 
the next National Convention will be chosen 
by separate Congressional districts, and not 
by packed State Conventions on the order of

ANOTHER VIEW OF THE CHINESE VETO. 
In vetoing the Chinese Restriction bill Mr. 


Arthur said: 

There may, however, be other sections of 
country (than Catifornia] where bad pew 
labor may be advantageously em without 
interfering with the laborers of our own race.

It is & great pity that the Executive did not 
see fit to be more specific. He says: “There 
are other sections of the country where this 
labor may be advantageously employed.” 
Where is the section and what is the employ- 
ment he refers to? Does he mean the South 
and the labor inthe cotton-fields now per- 
formed therein by the negroes? If so, the 
freedmen brought here. against their wills 
and compelled for generations to serve as 
bondsmen to cruel masters will séarcely 
thank him for his intervention. Does he 
mean the manufacturing villages of New 
England, in which white men and women, 
boys and girls, now gain a scanty 
subsistence while amassing fortunes for 
their sentimental employers, who, by the 
way, are moved by any form of oppression 
except that which they themselves commit? 
If the manufacturers of New England have 
been induced to join the pro-slavery-Chinese 
movement by any thought that they may 
thereby get cheap labor they exhibit a la- 
mentable ignorance of the subject. The 
Chinese have capacity not only for being 
laborers, but for being employers as well. 
They have already taken complete possession 
of three important trades in San Francisco, 
and if they were encouraged to come to Mas- 
sachusetts, and shotld go there in largé 
numbers, they would in a shorttime know 
how to supply their countrymen with cotton 
goods of Chinese make, The shoe manu- 
facturers of Lynn would have cause to re- 
gret a Chinese invasion. The extent to which 
the cigarmaking, clothing, and shoe trades 
in San Francisco have been taken possession 
of by the Chinese is shown Dy the following 
figures:

The Chinese in San Francisco are large 
employers of labor. They have the same 
advantage over small capitalists that they 
have over laborers. They speedily accumn- 
late capital and understand the principles of 
codperation much better than Americans do. 
Their penurious habits and want of family 
ties enable them té thrive on a much smaller 
return from capital than white employers 
are acevstomed to lookfor. If they aregiven 
a fair field and no favor they ean drive out 
of competition all manufacturers who do not 
require in the prosecution of their business a 
vast accumulation of capital. Memorandum 
IL, submitted to the Sefiate of the United 
States by the Chinese Minister, shows, how 
far-reaching are the designs of the crafty 
Mongolians ou our manufacturing Indus 
tries. This remarkable * memorandum” is 
as follows:

The real character of this extravagant royal 
estheticism and the manner in which the En- 
glish people are taxed can be most readily 
understood by a glance at the British social 
edifice and its component parts, The founda- 
tions of this structure are the industrial 
classes who work for a living, called “ mud- 
sills,”’ 30,000,000 ip’‘number. These are com- 
posed, first, of manufacturing and other 
wage-workers; and, seeond, of the agricult- 
ural tenants, laborers, miners, sailors, and 
others who| earn a subsistence by honest 
labor. They can never lay up anything, 
never own anything, and never can advance 
in that country. Their fate is definitly fixed, 
because the cream of their hard-earned 
wages is skimmed off and goes to the * or- 
namental appanages” who “toil not, neither 
do they spin.”” Above these there are 4,000,- 
000 of the middle-class people—commercial 
men, manufacturers, capitalists, railroad 
men, bankers, traders, and saloonkeepers— 
who live upon the profits of trade or drink. 
These form the upper rooms of the social ed- 
ifice, reaching to the cornice. Surmounting 
the social structure is the golden dome—the 
1,000,000 of aristocrats, who live upon those 
below—feudal landlords living upon the 
rentals of vast estates obtained originally 
by robbery, and the ofliceholders of the 
army, the navy, the Church, and State, 
Crowning this cornice and dome, most use- 
less ornaments of all, are the Queen and her 
family. The dome is.avery ornamental af- 
fair. Itis gilded and dazzling, and its pol- 
ished surface feflects.the beams of the rising 
and setting sun. I[t looks pretty at a dis- 
tance, but is of no use except for show. Itis 
wholly unnecessary to the building. it 
presses down with its immense weight upon 
the rest of the edifice, and if re 
moved would not injure but relieve 
it of a leaky superstructure. lt would 
be a much more serviceable building without 
it. To keep up this aristocratic dome costs 
the people of Great Britain 1,000 millions of 
dollars a year, and out of the earnings of 
every family in the nation it takes $300 per 
aunhum in rents and taxes, and keeps 30,000,- 
000 of Britons and Irish in squalor and pen- 
ury, living from hand to mouth all their lives. 
They pay the blood-money as they always 
hiave paid it, but every year they pay it more 
reluctantly. The great British beast bears

GATH says that the following is the latest 
report on the railroad consolidamous in the 
Southern States: Five syndicates or consotida- 
tions practically embrace the ralirovad service 
of southeast of the Mississippi River. They 
are as follows: The Louisville & Nashville, 1,860 
miles; the Erlanger syndicate, 4,000 miles; the 
Bast Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia, 1,550: the 
Clyde lines, 1,600, and the Georgia Consolida- 
tion, 2,300—in all, nearly 12,000 miles of road. 
There are other roads. New Orleans & 
Great Northern operates in the interest and in 
connection with the Illinois Central and its 
parallel rival, the Mobile & Obie. Then in the 
consolidation that is called the Ciyde syndicate 
there are a number of Iines whose associates 
are more or less remote; but the spirit for con- 
solidation is indicated. The prosperity of ali 
these lines, representing nearly $1,000,000,000, is 
scarcely problematical go long as cotton alone is 
produced and carried away and the necessaries 
of life are the only return freights.

CHINESE CHATTELS. 


The Infamous Trefflc Driven in Mon- 
goliah Women-The Slave Syst m 
Here and in China—Parchase of Babs 
and Their Kducation tan Vico—The 
Value of Musical Accomplish ments. 

San Francisco Vhronicle. 

Public attention during the past week has 
been directed to the case of the Chinese women 
who arrived in this city from Mong Kong on the 
British ship Anjer Head; and whom the Federal 
offciais prohibited from landing on account of 
caused considerable wailing and venting of im- 
precations upon the Fanqu! mandgarins from the 
o'd bags whose business it is to minister to the 
depraved pleasures of the resident Chinese. 
Tvougb the business of importiig women from 
Canton and Houg Kong for immoral purposes 
bas been carried un for nearly a score of years, 
itis only recently that any Offigial action bas 
been taken to prevent it, andthe task so far 
has proved by no means easy or successful. 

The dens in which these unfortunates are kept 
in almost a state of captivity*ure situated in two 
or three of the connecting alleyways in the 
blocks bounded by Washington and Jackson 
streets. During the day the only signs of life 
are a few children playing im the hithy gutters, 
or an old woman or two Giscussing events wit 
some of their couatrymea. whoare conoect 
with the houses as employés ee At 
night the scene changes; Coal-ol) lamps sbed an 
foie poe y | sickly light through the tiuy win- 
dows and doors, which are iuvariably pro 
by wire screens or iron bars. Each duor is fur- 
nished with a sliding wicket a fvot square, from 
which coigo of vantage prot the face of a 

audily-painted damsel, whose rouged cheeka, 
blackened eyebrows, stifiy-greased bair, and 
vermilion lips present a curious contrast to the 
dingy boarding of the nousés and the bovel-like 
aspect of ber surroundings. When the coast is 
clear of Caucasians, the “cruiser on watch,” as 
the woman whose turn at the wicket it is termed, 
displays ber charms with sbhockmg immodeaty 
for the benefit of passing Mongolian Don Juans, 

Let, however, the festive boodiam or chance 
visitor to Chinatown come in sight and 
the wickets are closed Cau- 
casian pedestrian is hailed from behind the 
wire-screens with vilest epithets 
known to the Chinese or Bfigilish tonguem The 
intruder out of sight, the virago disappears and 
the seductive and bewitebing dameel reappears. 
The ordinance waking it a penal offense tawisit 
any of the Chinese houses of til-fame haa the 
effect of dimigishing the number of white visit- 
ors, hence the lack of desire on the rt of 
women to conciliate them. Two Or three houses, 
bowever, exist that are aimost exclusively 
patronized by a low order of Caucasians. 

Io an interview held yesterday by a Chrontelc 
reporter with an old Chinese harridan consider- 
able curious information was obtained through 
the medium of an interpreter. The vterri- 
bie trade in buman flesh has been carried on 
in China for centuries, despite the many 
prociamations that bave been issued vy ooca- 
sional virtuous manodarins on their acceasion to 
power in some of the minor districts, Parents 
whose families increase beyond their powers of 
support sell their daughters by means of a reru- 
lar contract made between themselves and pri- 
vate buyers or established agencies. In the 
South of China the principal buyers are agents 
of brothels, and during the Tueping rebellion 
in 1858-'60 the number of uncared-tor girls, made 
bomeless by the joss of parents, who fell into 
their hands reacheda nigh feure in the thou- 
sands. The ruthless procuress obtained many 
of the unfortunates while they were infants for 
no consideration whatever, and others of ma- 
turer yearsin the depopulated districts were 
procurable fora nominal sum from the impov- 
crished parents. The younger girls who were 
taken from their native districts to Canton, 
after the slaughter of their parents by the Im- 
perialist troops, lost all knowledge of their na- 
tive dialect and birthplace in the baby-farms on 
which they were brought up. 

The most attractive, and especially those who 
dtepiayed any ability for playing the native 
pepa or for singing, were placed in aristocratic 
bouses or on board the flower-boats which line 
the Pear! River at Canton. The sacrilegious éye 
of the politely termea “red-haired foreign 
devil” isseidom allowed to rest upon these 
houris, that delight being reserved for the long- 
pursed Celestial rakes not averse to payiog 
béavily for the privilege. Among the forcigners 
residing in China the custom of keeping Chi- 
nese mistresses is common. These favored fe- 
males board every penny given them until they 
are able to purchase a girl of tender vears, os- 
tensibly for aservant. Remembering the crue! 
treatment they received from.tbeir own purchas- 
ers, they inflict double Age ogre on the giris 
who unfortunately fali info their possession. 
Whipping with a bamboo roé and pinching ten- 
der portions of the body are faverit modes 
punishment with the siave-owners, although an 
occasional pagan of more thar ordinary ioge- 
nuity will invent a torture fora child beside 
which these are mild. Such punishments are 
not uncommon in this city; but the victims 
bear their scourging with such fortitude that 
their screams seidom summon police aid. 

The principal source from which the demand 
for Chinese women in California is supplied is 
Hong Kong, where the women are under police 
surveiliance, There they all lve in a district 
known, as“ Tai Ping Shan” (Exceeding Pexce 
Hill). Many of them bave graduated from tie 
singing-ciasses, their early life having been 
spent on the tlower-boats, while others are the 
Cust-off mistresses of Kuropeans. These women 
are bougot in some cases trom themselves, the 
purchaser paying a stipulated amount for their 
possession fur a period of years of life, as the 
case may in case of their accumulating 
sufficient money under kind Owners to purchase 
‘nemseives, they at once get married, and in- 
variably open a brothel on their own account, 
and in their turn become the owners of other 
women. When giris are bougnt in China they 
are escorted to this country by one or two of 
a number of men and women who make this 
brief guardianship a regular business. 

Prices for women vary according to their looks 
ano accomplishments, musical artists com mand- 
tug the highest prices. No Chinese dinner party 
ig ever considered complete without the pres- 
ence of Singing wumen, who receivé from to 
$5 each for two or three hours’ yocai and in- 
strumental entertainment. Young women able 
to play the Chinese guitar are therefore in great 
demand, and command the highest market 
prices much more readily than non-musicians 
bring the lowest. The life of such women is not 
ag bard as their less fortunate sisters of the 
brothels, who are seldom allowed on the street, 
and then always with & musvular Chinese in 
closé proximity sharply eyeing bis frail charges 
to prevent an escape. 

he slaveowner seldom makes his own pur- 

chase in this country, but secures the services of 
a “chang jen,” or go- between, who conducts all 
the negotiations, pays over the purchase- money, 
and delivers the human merchandise. Shou 
the “chung jen” find @ satisfact ry article he 
reports the price, wuica is seldom velow §1,000, 
to the would-be purchaser, who pays the com- 
mission, instead of the seller, as is generally the 
case in American commission transactions. 
These transactions are carried on in utter deti- 
ance Of the law. not alone in China, but in this 
State, littie secret being made of the matter. 
Che garnings of the womeu are sometimes di- 
vided, a percentage going to the slave herself, 
but such instances are rare, the slavebolder gen- 
erally extracting every dime through the aid of 
the old housekeepers, who also act as jailers and 
casbiers, 

That the plying of this nefarious traffic tu a 
GlagToce to the cvuntry’s boasted civilization 
and enlightened laws will scarcely be disputed, 
ano its exposure should attract the attentiun of 
the officials whose duty it is to punish such oute 
rages upon common decency and the laws of 
morality,

A Talk with Samuel J. Tilden—An 
Old Man, Broken Down with 
the Storms of State. 


He Mas Put Away All Political Ambition, and Will 
Spend the Remuaat of Mis Days 
in Peace. 


Criticisms of Arthur’s Administration— 
The Quarrels of the Factions 
in New York. 


New Yorx, April %,—No subject is of more 
interest to Democrats, ané Republicans also, 
than Mr. Tilden's iotentions toward future 
politics. A friend of mine, who visits the re- 
tired statesman once 4 month or thereabouts, 
has recently been at Graystone, and gives me a 
tolerably fair idea of the sage’s habits, appear- 
ance, and intentions. Said I to him: 

“ How is the old man looking now?” 

“ He iooks very feeble, but his conversational 
powers never seemed to me better. He talked a 
straight stretch one hour and a half, so interest- 
ingly and so enjoyingiy that | hardly got a 
chance in all that time to put in anything, even 
a question. His band is assuming that regular 
up and down which, lam sure,isaform of the 
palsy. He refers to it, and he called it once 
‘that devilish trembling.’ He is obliged to 
speak of it, because it somewhat interrupts the 
thread ot his remarks and calis his attention off. 


“That is the only sign you see, except bis rather

mt Did you form aay other conclusion from his 
talk?” 


“yes. Tam satisfied that be has ceased the 
pursuit of money; also, that be has put behind 
him speculation, investment, and all other forms 
of covetousness. e thinks he has evougt, with 
tair husbandry, to make bim comfortabie, and 

persous he leaves after him. He is not, 
however, f tful of his expenses. He said 
that he was Undervery greatexpense, I laughed 
at bis waking that remark. considering bis sup- 
posed wealth, but be referred toi: again. He 
said that bis new house building in New York 
had cost bim a great deal of movey. and that he 
could not say whea he would get into the house. 
He thought be would be abie to occupy his piace 
in Gramercy Park nuch seoner, and bave the 
enjoyment of his library. engravings, 
busts, paintings, etc. He has been pay- 
ing the expenses of some members of his famliy 
in Europe, and, l suppose, the bills have beeo 
pretty stiff.

“ Yes, it seemed to give bim amusement; and 
I think he felt a httie complimented, but rather 
iu the way of reminiscence than of acceptance 
of this agitacion as meaning anything. ere is 
no doubt that thereisavery strong feeling in 
this State to run him again, and ihe 
people who are in it are in earnest; but 
it is all vain as far as be isconcerned.

Among the niimber provided with work were 
twelve aerepnriee. who were placed on farms. 

Julius otoal stated that the maia object 
of the meeting was to consider the feasibility of 
extending aid to the Hebrew immigrant Aid 
Saciety of the United States in the matter of 
colonizing parties of the immigrants. Person- 
aily be was in favor of the colonization scheme, 
and the ry Bee = to be considered Was the 
ability of association to raise money for the 


purpose. 

A general discussion ensued, and it was the 
opivion-of a majority of those present that the 
colonizadon pian was one of the Dest that could 
be followed in receiving ana disposing of the 
refugees, but it was not thougbt possible fer the 
Chicugo committee to raise auy money for the 
purpose at the present time. 

The matter was disposed of by the adoption of 
bad following resolution, offered by Mr. Rosen- 

eid:

As for rallying Democrats to take the place of 
Republican Germans, the efection of Monday 
last is an example that should be sufficient.

The assump- 
tion that we must follow the narrowest paths of 
of the narrowest Yankees is preposterous.

appropriate $10,000 for the purpose of making a 
survey of the route across the State of Michi- 
gan for the proposed ship canal to connect Lake 
Michigan and the Detroit River, which would 
shorten the distance between Chicago ana Buf- 


falo 550 miles:

ar for a preliminary ervey would be about 
178 miles. The cuhal would the vo 
for ali such vessels as could navigate it between 
the lower lake ports and Chicago or Milwaukee 
about 560 miles, or as between Chicago and Buat- 
faio by oOne-balf the distance. It is delieved 
that the season of navigation on the lakes 
would also be p as between the u 
and lower iakes by at least thirty days, a 
of which gain would be in the spring and a por- 
tion in the autumn or early winter months, — 
would be a cain of at least 1 ton the 
open period of navigation, It would further 
appear that as to steam vessels an average of 
two days’ time would be saved on the vo 
each way, making 8 sav¥ of fonr days vn 
the round trip, which, on season's work 
of, say, fifteen round trips, would amount 
to’ sixty days. As tw. sailing ves- 
seis, the difference io their favor would be much 
greater; but, confining the cow to steam 
vessels and their tows, the advantages of the 
ehip-canal which is contemplated in this bill 
would be in the two ways indicated equivalent 
to an addition of ninety Jays to the time of open 
navigation, or an addition of nearly or quite 
per cent, and increase the number of vo 
or trips in that proportuon. The vaiue of this 
cannot be even approximately estimated, but if 
the ship-canal were to be of sufficient capacity 
to tloat vessels freighted with 30,000 bushels of 
wheat or corn the added value to commerce 
would be immensely in excess of the expendi- 
ture, which it is believed would not exceed 
$5,000,000. The late navigation of the upper 
lakes is always hazardous, and it is estimated 
that loss y; heme and wreck between the Chi- 
and Detroit Rivers hasfor twenty-five years 
been more than $1,000,000 annually. The 
operauon of the canal wovld undoubtedly di- 
minish this by at least ofe-half, which would 
of ,iteeif be equivalent to the interest 
on the cost of the canal, ana the expense of its 
conduct and administration. There has never 
been an official or governmental survey of the 
proposed reute, but it has been carefully exam- 
ined by private parties of experience in railway 
apd Canali eogineering, aud your committee are 
informed and believe that the aspect of the 
couutry through which the projected route 
would pass is of a comparatively level and even 
character, abundantly & ied with water in 
running streama, and aiong a iarge 
partof the way with deep, never-failing little 
lakes of from two to ten miles in circumference, 
and to the number of 300 and more. A consid- 
erable portion of these lie above the summit- 
level of the proposed canal, and an abundant 
water-supply for a ship canal of largest capac- 
ity is therefore undoubted, It is proper to say, 
however, that the bill wonder considera- 
tion but proposes @n appropriation for a 
survey, leaving to a future Congress to 
appropriate for the work itself, if it 
be determined to enter upon it. The question 
of water supply, the depth of cat, and general 
engineering problems, ani ascertained condi- 
tious will tnen be availahie for accurate infor- 
mation. So.iong as the Dominion of Uanada is 
an appendage of Great Britain the necessity of 
the bill before us is apparent as a mititary route. 
ita iniand character, and the saving of time and 
distance in the transportation of gunboats, men- 
of-war, and heavy ordnance that cannot be 
transported by ruailrvad, would soem to make it 
a military wecessity in case of war with Great 
Britain. Your committee would also call the 
attention of the House to the vast agricultural 
area beyond the western terminus of said canal. 
There are five States in the Northwest whose 
products woutd be, tributary to the proposed 
canal, whose united cropot cereals is now ma- 
terially in excess of the whole crop of the 
United States twenty-five years.ago, aud the 
@upidily-increasing productions of pro- 
visions, live stock for transportation, and 
other beavy treights to move are In still greater 
proportion. While this is all true, it is also true 
that less than one-twenti@th. part of even the 
most productive poruons*ef our Northwestern 
States and Territories are yet under cultivation, 
and our vast mining interests only in the first 
stages of development. The necessity for al- 
most unlimited transportation increases faster 
than those facilities are furnished, and invites 
the attention of the Government to all feasible 
improvements, and the opening of pew water- 
courses such as that under consideration. While 
the railroad companies are pace enlarging 
and extending their faecilifies, the ratio of in- 
crease in produce is much gtgater than this, so 
that evidentiy difficuities wi.become greater 
and greater year after year without the aid of 
enlarged, better, and safer water communica- 
tion for the movement of these heavy products. 
There is,in the opinion of your committee, 
uO means of affording protection to Ameri- 
can indastry in @& manner wmoré difect, and 
80 free from question as to multiply the meth- 
ods of cheap transportation; and there is po 
method of diminishing its cost so .promis as 
to increase the waterways, which not only afford 
the cheapest of all, but should remain in the 
control of the Goverament, be exempt from ail 
questions of discriminating rates, and other dis- 
tracting questions of carriage that agitate the 
public mind. Taking into consideration the Iit- 
tle opposition of Nature, the shortening Of dis- 
tance, the more favorable climate, thé length- 
ened navigacion season, and the lessening of its 
perils, the inadequacy of present routes, the 
prospective increase of these difficuities, and, 
independent of the difference in the length of 
time of navigationin the two routes. the great 
disparity in the distance is so important that 
the committee respectfully report in favor of 
an appropriation for a survey for a water-route, 
such as described in the Dill under considera- 
tion, and recommend that it do pass. .
